Mr, Parnell told me that he had expected ever since reading 
the Premier’s speech at Leeds to be arrested, and that he 
had received certain intelligence of the determination of 
the Cabinet-on Wednesday evening last. He had not 
attempted to evade capture, as he was aware that it would 
have been almost impossible. . . - 


Although troubled with a slight cold, he had in no way 
suffered from his imprisonment so far, but he anticipated 
that any long-continued imprisonment must have a very 
prejudicial effect upon one of his lively constitution and 
active habits. He thought it probable that he would be 
kept prisoner for some considerable period. The arrest, 
or, as he preferred to describe it, the return to the 
policy of coercion, was, he thought, due to the misinfor- 
mation of the Goverment, who were under the impression 
that the League would prevent tenants with really good 
cases from going before the Court. On the contrary, he 
said, the League had taken up great numbers of cases 
of every description all over the country, and his 
only object had been to prevent the farmers from in- 
dulging in needless litigation, when, by watching the 
decision of similar test cases, they would be able to 
judge of the views of the Court about their own cases 
and make agreements accordingly. He affirmed that 
he had not committed the offences named in the warrants, 
and denied the legality of these documents, ‘‘I defy 
them!” exclaimed Mr. Parnell, ‘to show one speech of 
mine made within the Dublin district, the district named in 
the warrants, in which I have given such advice to tenants, 
I believe that Mr. Gladstone, by returning to this coercion 
policy, has seriously injured the prospects of his Act. .

The police were 
much exasperated by the jeers of the mob, who 
marched abeut cheering for the imprisoned Land 
Leaguers, There were similar scenes in Dublin on 
Sunday night. At Limerick, there was à military 
display to overawe the Land Leaguers, who had 
intended to hold a meeting to protest against the 
arrests, The demonstration was suppressed, and 
there was no collision between the mob and the 
forces until Sunday night, when a serious riot took 
place., After the police had been stoned and the 
barrack windows broken, the Scots Greys charged 
the mob witb drawn sabres, and cleared the streets. 

A number of persons were charged in Dublin on 
Monday with taking part in the riots in that city on 
Saturday and Sunday nights. They were mostly of 
the rough class, and were let off with fines of £2. 
A medical man, who was charged with assaulting 
the police, was committed for trial, Thirty persons 
were charged at Limerick on Monday with being 
concerned in the tumult in that city on Sunday 
night, The examination took place in private, owing 
to the disturbed state of the city. The rioting was 
renewed at Limerick on Monday night.: After the 
military, and constabulary had been stoned and 
hoóted, the latter fired on the mob, slightly injuring 
a woman. ‘There was also a renewal of the tumult in 
Dublin on Monday night. 

Mr. T. P. O'Connor arrived last Saturday at New

Not a moment too soon, H.R.H. the Duke of 
Cambridge has found it necessary to frankly tell the 
local commandants home truths with respect to the 
efficiency of the troops at Portsmouth, Plymouth, 
and Aldershott.

ARREST OF MR. DILLON, 
MR. SEXTON, AND MR. O'KELLY, 


M.P.’S. 

Mr. John Dillon, M.P., who was appointed Mr. 
Parnell’s locum tenens, was taken into custody on 
Saturday afternoon, being rearrested on the original 
warrant issued against him during last Session. Mr. 
Dillon, it will be remembered, was lately released 
from Kilmainham on account of the state of his 
health, and only reappeared in public a few days ago 
to rebuke Mr. Gladstone for his flattering eulogium 
of him. 

Mr. J. O’Kelly, M.P., was also arrested on Satur- 
day and lodged in Kilmainham. Mr. O'Kelly was 
returned for Roscommon in company with Dr. 
Commins at the last General Election, and since 
then has been a steady adherent of Mr. Parnell. 
The warrant on which he was arrested charges him 
with being reasonably suspected of treasonable prac- 
tices as a principal. An additional warrant charg- 
ing Mr. Parnell with the same offence has been 
served on that gentleman in gaol. 

The other arrests on Saturday were those of Mr. 
William O’Brien, editor of the Land League organ, 
United Ireland, and lately on the staff of the Free- 
man’s Journal, and Mr. Heffernan, a Cork Land 
Leaguer. 

Mr. T. Sexton, M.P., was arrested in Dublin at 
three o’clock on the Friday afternoon, on two 
warrants charging him with being reasonably 
suspected of treasonable practices, and inciting 
others to intimidate tenants not to pay rent. He 
was lodged in Kilmainham Gaol, Born in 1848, Mr. 
Sexton was formerly on the editorial staff of the 
Nation newspaper, and is M.P. for Sligo county. 

Mr. P. J. Quinn, secretary to the Land League 
since the incarceration of Mr. Brennan, was arrested 
on the Friday morning at his residence, 2, Vincent- 
street, Dublin, on a warrant charging him with 
inciting others to intimidate tenants not to pay their 
rents, and was also lodged in Kilmainham Gaol.

SWANSEA’S DOCKS. 

This is a remarkable year for dock extension; and 
now Swansea must be added to the British ports 
whose commerce has outgrown its harbourage. 
Swansea, it must be remembered, is the metropoli: 
of copperdom. ‘The district was known by its 
smelting works in the days of Elizabeth, though the 
marvellous progress of Swansea itself is due to the 
later developments of the industry. Chief amongst 
modern copper kings are the Vivians, and the father 
of the present head of the house, whose statue i:

member for the borough created by the great Reforn 
Bill, and remained so during his life. Swansea is alse 
&tin-plate head centre. It smelts lead and make: 
zinc, and it has silver, nickel, cobalt, patent fuel 
iron, and steel works. Let the smoke of busy 
Landore testify to the same, and let the verdureless 
heights inclosing Swansea with a grimy rampart 
bear witness to the chemical effects of sulphuric acid, 
arsenic, sulphate of ammonia, distilled wood, oxalic 
acid, superphospate, alkali, ‘and the like, by which 
the community lives and enlarges.

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THE GREAT GALE OF FRIDAY, 
OCT. 14. 


NuwnrnLrss fatal disasters on land marked the 
course of the furious gale of the past week. But 
our coasts, as usual, had the saddest tales to tell. 
There were 


130 BRITISH AND FOREIGN WRECKS, 
of which 105 were British, fifteen being steamers, 
reported during the past week, making a total of 
1364 for the present year, or an increase of 364 as 
compared with the corresponding period of last year. 
The increase on the week was 104. The approxi- 
mate value of 

PROPERTY LOsT WAS £8,000,000, 
including British £6,000,000. Eighty-five vessels, 
chiefly British, were lost off the coasts of the United 
Kingdom during the gale, only twenty being wrecked 
in the early part of the week in different parts of 
the world. 

THE LIVES LOST AND MISSING NUMBERED 138. 


WRECK OF THE CYPRIAN STEAMER. 

The Cyprian steamer, of Liverpool, laden with & 
general cargo, for Genoa, was totally wrecked on the 
Friday night, two miles from Nevin, on the Welsh 
coast. Eight of thecrew weresaved. 'U'here werethirty 
to forty men on board. The Cyprian left Liverpool on 
the previous day. She was a vessel of 1433 gross tons, 
of iron construction, built at Liverpool in 1864, 
and owned by the Cyprian Steam-Ship Company. 
She was commanded by Captain John Alexander 
Strachan. ‘Jhe steamer was driven nearer and 
nearer the land, and when about two miles 
off Nevin she struck on a rock with considerable 
force. When the perilous position of the vessel was 
realised by those on board the distress signals were 
exhibited. ‘There were a couple of hundred people 
on the beach, but the flag was blown in the direction 
of the crowd, so that they could not see that the flag 
was intended as a distress signal. It was just about 
five o’clock when the ship struck. Most of the men 
jumped from the steamer into the sea, in many in- 
stances having life-buoys round their waists. It was 
theught that the whole of the crew, with the ex- 
ception of two firemen, jumped from the steamer 
into the sea. These two, it appeared, became 
unnerved, and went down with the vessel. It 

vas stated that the captain had a life-buoy, but, 
seeing a boy who had stowed himself away on 
board the ship at Liverpool without one, he told 
him to take his (the captain’s), as he could swim 
the distance to the shore. ‘Lhe captain, chief officer, 
and boatswain were seen afterwards struggling in 
the water, the boatswain endeavouring to catch hold 
of the captain to sustain himself, but the whole 
three perished. It was impossible even for the best 
swimmer to battle successfully against such a surf, 
and those who were saved were pitched on to the 
beach by the waves. In every case the survivors 
had life-buoys. ‘The engineer’s boy reached shore 
holding an oar, whilst a life-buoy encircled his waist. 
‘The cook, who perished, was in the galley just before 
the crew left the steamer; he was also accompanied 
by a boy. When the survivors reached the shore 
they were caught by the people on the beach, and 
taken eventually to three farmhouses, where they 
were kindly treated. The stowaway boy was too ill 
to return to Liverpool with the others, and remained 
behind at the farmhouse. 

THE WELSH COAST 

was abundantly strewn with wreckage of vessels, 
while a large number of craft went ashore. At 
Milford about a dozen vessels were aground; and at 
Holyhead and vicinity two schooners, a brig, and a 
smack were also ashore close to the beach. On the 
east side of Holyhead two schooners, the Pickwick 
and Saxon, were driven ashore, and the former broke 
up and her cargo was washed on to the beach. The 
Liverpool vessel, Rose, which was proceeding to 
Dublin with a cargo of cement, went ashore on the 
south side of the island at Holyhead, after breaking 
-hree anchors. The crew were saved.

The schooner Favorite, of Quim Captain 
quee Rio, pasua drons Pont VAbbe to Swansea 
with potatoes, made for Padstow harbour for shelter 
during the heavy gale, but was driven on the Doom 
Bar Sand. ‘The City of Bristol life-boat, Albert 
Edward, belonging to the National Life- Boat Insti- 
tution, and stationed at Padstow, was launched to 
her assistance, and, with great difficulty, saved the 
crew of three men and a boy. 

Valuable life-boat services were also rendered 
during the storm by boats connected with the Royal 
National Life-Boat Institution nt Ramsey, Isle of 
Man, where four men were saved; at Lowestoft; at 
Burnham, Somerset, where three men were saved ; 
from Southend, where four men were saved; at 
Holyhead, where four men were saved ; at Ramsgate, 


where fifteen men were saved; and at other places.
